KAISER PROPERTY 


County Assessor Max A. Cran- 
mer placed an assessment of $14,- 
493,060 on the Kaiser Co. prop- 
erty near Fontana, but his figure 
was reduced by the county, board 
of equalization to $10,200,000 and 
Mr. Cranmer today issued a state- 
ment explaining his policy in the 
matter. 

“I have gone over these values 
carefullyi and placed these assess- 
ments as prescribed by law. No 
assessor can lawfully make any 
reduction in the valuation of an 
industry because such industry is 
a benefactor to the county. , 

“Every assessor welcomes more 
valuation each year, for as a gen- 
eral thing it helps lower the tax 
rate and thereby benefits all prop- 
erty owners throughout the coun- 
ty. 
“IT placed my valuation on the 
Kaiser plant this year at a figure 
that I felt surely would be sat- 
isfactory to the company and 
avoid the publicity of their ap- 
pearing before the board of equal- 
ization. I had used the same ra- 
tio in forming my values _ this 
year as were placed thereon by 
the board of equalization in 1943, 
I felt justified in somewhat in- 
creasing these figures as the to- 
tal amount of expenditure this 
year amounted to $26,000,000 over 
that of last year. The board 
placed the figure at $9,000,000 
last year when the Kaiser Co. 
plant was 88 percent constructed. 
This year they are at Teast 85 
percent completed, total cost of 
the plant as of the first Monday 
in March, 1944, being $68,579,849. 

“I had deducted $40,000,000 for 
excessive labor costs, inefficient 
labor and high cost of mater- 
ials, grading and other expenses 
which are not assessable, and 
placed my value on practically 50 
percent of the balance.
